REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


To His Excellency, Governor Charles B. Aycock: 


We have the honor to transmit to your Excellency the bien- 
nial report of the State Agricultural and Mechanical College 
for the Colored Race. 

There has been no material change in the general policy or 
management of this institution since our last report was made 
to you two years ago. The affairs of the College have been 
administered in a satisfactory and harmonious manner. 

The College is under the control of a Board of Trustees, 
which holds an annual meeting for the purpose of examining 
and auditing the treasurer’s accounts, for the election of teach- 
ers, and for the transaction of all other business that naturally 
comes before such a board. The Executive Committee, of 
which the President of the Board of Trustees is Chairman, is 
charged with the execution of all regulations adopted by the 
Board of Trustees and acts for the Board in all other matters 
which require immediate attention. This committee usually 
meets two or three times each year at the call of the President. 

For several years Hon. A. M. Scales has been President of 
the Board and Chairman of the Executive Committee, but his 
nomination as State Senator from Guilford County rendered 
his retirement from the Board necessary. It was with deep 
regret that the Executive Committee accepted his resignation, 
as he had given much time and thought to the development 
of the College, and had in this position rendered the State a 
very substantial service. 


FINANCIAL CONDITION. 


It has been our policy to be as economical as possible in the 
management of the finances of the College and at the same 
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time to give due consideration to the development of the insti- 
tution. We believe that you will be gratified at the excellent 
showing made in the report of Mr. S. A. Kerr, our Secretary 
and Treasurer, which is hereto attached. | 


THE WORK OF THE COLLEGE. 


The work of the College is divided into the following de- 
partments: Academic, Agriculture and Chemistry, Mechani- 
cal, and the Department of Industries. In the Academic De- 
partment an attempt is made to give the students a sound ele- 
mentary English education. ‘The limited preparation of the 
students who enter has rendered it impossible to do any work 
in the higher branches. For some time at least, we cannot 
hope to accomplish more than to give the students the power 
to. read intelligently ordinary English, to speak and to write 
the language correctly, and to master the essentials of arithme- 
tic. This much must be done to make an ordinarily intelligent 
mechanic or farmer. In the Mechanical and Agricultural De- 
partments, we have endeavored to make the instruction as 
practical as possible. | 

It has been our policy to strengthen, as much as possible, 
the Agricultural Department, because we are of the opinion 
that farming offers to the Negro the most satisfactory field for 
employment. If the Negro Race ever develops strength to 
any considerable extent, it must be done by contact with rural 
surroundings and under rural conditions. 

Some years ago, the College purchased a farm of 100 acres 
in addition to the site, which was contributed by the citizens 
of Greensboro for the erection of the College buildings. This 
farm is under the control of a man who is thoroughly ac- 
quainted with all the details of practical agriculture. ‘The 
purchase price was $5,000.00. By careful management and 
improvements made from time to time, the institution now 
owns a farm that is easily worth double the amount paid for 
it, and in productive capacity it will compare favorably with 
any in the State. 

It is necessary for a large number of the students to be self- 
sustained while attending the College. The farm and allied 
industries enable us to give employment to these students 
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at reasonable wages, and thus they are enabled to earn a part 
‘at least of the expenses incident to their attendance at school. 
‘It would be impossible also for us to furnish the board so 
cheaply, if the table were not largely supplied from the farm. 

In addition to the substantial aid thus given the students, 
we hope by operating the farm to bring everyone in attend- 
ance, in contact with an up-to-date and well managed farm. 
The practical instruction thus received is of great value. 


NUMBER IN ATTENDANCE. 


By reference to the report of President Dudley, you will see 
that the enrollment for the session of 1903-04 was 149, and 
the average daily attendance was 112. This report also shows 
that students from 41 of the 97 counties of the State attended 
during this session. The enrollment was limited by the capac- 
ity of our dormitories, as we have dormitory room for only 92 
students. 

The enrollment for the present session is 119 and with the 
‘usual increase after the holidays, we may reasonably expect 
it to reach 150. It is necessary for some of these to board in’ 
private families in the city. 


A NEW DORMITORY. 


The most pressing immediate need of the institution, at this 
time, is the erection of a new dormitory. The College is very 
much hampered in its development by lack of room for all who 
really desire to attend. The State owns here a plant that is 
easily worth $100,000.00, with a teaching force amply large to 
instruct double the number of students now in attendance, 
hence, it is possible to double the capacity of a $100,000.00 
plant by the erection of one new dormitory. We, therefore, 
respectfully suggest that the next Legislature make a special 
appropriation of $10,000.00 for this purpose, or a special an- 
nual appropriation of $5,000.00 for two years. ‘This increase 
in dormitory capacity will not make it necessary to increase 
the regular annual appropriation for maintainance. It ap- 
‘pears to us that $10,000.00 to be used as suggested above would 
be an excellent investment for the State. We are informed 
by President Dudley, that the number of applications which 
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have come in the past, justify him in saying that it will be en- 
tirely possible to fill the second dormitory with good, earnest 
students who are really anxious to be trained, and thus aid in 
the more complete development of the State. 
For detailed information we respectfully refer you to the re- 
ports from the different departments. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

Greensboro, N. C., Dec. 10, 1904. 


Since the foregoing report was prepared there have been sev- 
eral cases of small-pox in the College. While the disease has 
been very mild some difficulty has been experienced in handling 
the situation as it is not possible under present conditions to 
remove the patients from the dormitory. There ought to be 
some means provided for the complete isolation of all cases of 
contagious diseases from the other students. _ 

In this connection we respectfully refer your Excellency to 
the report of the State Board of Health, which was made by 
Dr. Richard H. Lewis after a thorough inspection of the build- 
ings and grounds. His report is attached hereto. You will 
notice that Dr. Lewis recommends the installation of a system of 
water closets with sewerage connection, and the erection of an 
infirmary. ‘These improvements are deemed absolutely neces- 
sary from the standpoint of proper sanitation. 

If the Legislature will make the special appropriation of 
$10,000 requested in the foregoing report, the Board of Trus-. 
tees will undertake to erect a new dormitory to accommodate 
about one hundred students, make sewerage connection and 
provide an infirmary. 

We believe it will be possible to make these improvements 
with this small appropriation as a large part of the work can be 
performed by us with student labor. 
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The College now has on hand more than two hundred and 
fifty thousand bricks which can be used for this purpose. ‘These 
were made by the students of the College.

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PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


Greenssoro, N. C., Nov. 29, 1904. 


Pror. J. I. Foust, President Board of Trustees, 
Greensboro, N. C. 


Sir :—In compliance with your request for a report from the 
Agricultural and Mechanical College for the Colored Race, the 
following is respectfully submitted for your consideration. 

The fall term began September the first and ended Novem- 
ber 25th. Knowing from former experience that our limited 
accommodations would soon be exhausted and having most of 
the rooms engaged by students advancing payments a month or 
more before the beginning of the session, we made no effort to 
secure new students but endeavored to secure the return of 
former students and it is unique that our accommodations are 
fully taxed with a larger percentage of former students than 
ever before. ‘The work of the current session is progressing 
very satisfactorily and while attempting to make a brief refer- 
ence to the several departments, you are respectfully referred 
for more detailed information to the accompanying reports from 
the several departments. 

Department of Agriculture and Chemistry.—As agriculture 
is the principal support for the bulk of our people, and as it 
furnishes extensive and inviting fields where Negro labor is 
most appreciated and where racial differences present the least . 
embarrassments, the Department of Agriculture and Chemis- 
try which is preparing young men for the various branches of 
agricultural pursuits, is receiving most of our attention and 
energies. This department is under the charge of Prof. J. H. 
Bluford, who is assisted by Profs. P. E. Robinson and W. F. 
Robinson, both of whom are graduates of the Agricultural 
Department of this school. 

The Department gives practical and theoretical instruction to 
all the students of the first and second year classes. This work 
is continued to such as elect it after the completion of the second 
year, for the third and fourth year classes. In addition to 
theoretical and practical instruction which is required of all 
students, Animal Industry—the judging of live stock, breeds, 
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breeding, veterinary science, physiology, agricultural chemistry, 
physics and other agricultural subjects receive special attention. 


FARMERS INSTITUTES. 


In order to extend the usefulness of this department, to help 
check the tide of emigration and to aid in the work of causing 
waste places and neglected fields of North Carolina to contrib- 
ute to the progress and material development of the Common- 
wealth, this department has taken an active interest in en- 
‘couraging and conducting Farmers’ Institutes among the col- 
ored farmers. During our last school year, Farmers’ Institutes 
were held at Sedalia, McLeansville, State Colored Fair at 
Raleigh, Brown Summit, Wake Forest, Clinton, Goldsboro, 
Graham, Dry Creek, Mt. Gilead and Scotland Neck. The meet- 
ings at these points were well attended by the colored farmers. 
Considerable interest was shown and at most places permanent 
farmers’ organizations were effected. The department hopes 
to secure aid from the State Board of Agriculture to further 
advance institute work among the Negro farmers of the State. 


MECHANICAL DEPARTMENT. 


_ The Mechanical Department is under the immediate charge 
of Prof. A. Watson, a graduate of this institution. He is as- 
sisted by Prof. C. D. Robinson, another graduate of the A. and 
_M. College, and by Prof. W. N. Nelson, of the Georgia State 
College. This department gives theoretical and practical in- 
struction to all the students of the school except those in the 
Agricultural sections of the third and fourth year classes. The 
special lines of work taught are: Bricklaying, Carpentry,” 
Blacksmithing, Wood-turning, Tinning, Broom Making, Paint- 
-ing, and Machine Work. 

The courses offered by this department are compulsory for 
the first and second year classes for all students. After this 
time, the department continues its work with such students as 
elect to join the Mechanical section of the third and fourth year 
classes. Nearly all mechanical work for the College and con- 
- siderable other work in Greensboro has been done by the stu- 
dents in this department. It frequently happens that students 
serving at their trades are offered such prices for their services 
that they will not remain for graduation. 
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DEPARTMENT OF INDUSTRIES. 


This department is under the management of Mr. J. W. 
Landreth, a practical farmer and mechanic. Nearly nine- 
tenths of our students are poor boys and young men whose only 
support is their own labor. These young men are largely de- 
pendent upon the Department of Industries and the very grati- 
fying city demand for student labor, which furnish them with 
the necessary work. No theoretical instruction whatever is given 
by this department. Its aim is to give students practice, to fur- 
nish an opportunity for indigent students to help themselves and 
to supplement the resources of the College. It is at present con- 
ducting a farm, dairy, brickyard, broom factory and one or 
two other industries. The farm consists of about one hundred 
acres and is said to be one of the finest in Guilford County. 
The crop, consisting of wheat, rye, hay, oats, broom corn, cot- 
ton, potatoes, etc., is valued at $3,200. On the 1oth of May 
last one acre of our poorest land, upon which 250 pounds of 
fertilizers had been used, was planted in cotton. Fifteen hun- 
dred pounds of cotton have been gathered from this plot and it 
is estimated that 300 pounds more will be picked. The farm 
produces sufficient broom corn for our broom factory, sufficient 
farm products for our dining hall, feed for the College stock, 
and has considerable surplus to sell to the city market. The de- 
partment further has under its management a good dairy with 
32 head of cattle, a piggery, in which there are 63 Berkshire 
hogs and pigs from which orders are filled for different sections 
of the State and for South Carolina; a brickyard which has 
about three hundred thousand bricks valued at $1,500, a green- 
house well stocked with carnations, ferns, palms and potted 
plants from which orders for floral designs are filled for the 
city trade. 

ENGLISH DEPARTMENT. 


This department is under the immediate direction of the 
President, assisted by Profs. C. H. Moore and S. P. Sebastian. 
Instruction is given in History, Grammar and Arithmetic. As 
a large number of our students come from districts where they 
have had meagre opportunities for fitting themselves to enter 
such a school as this, the nature of the instruction must neces- 
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sarily be more or less rudimentary as may be seen from the 
above list of subjects. While conditions will not permit us to 
extend our curriculum but little beyond the elementary, never- 
theless, it is our aim to try to make as good English students as 
possible out of the material which we have on hand with the 
time and teaching force available for such purposes. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The enrollment for the session of 1903-’4 was 146; the aver- 
age attendance was 112. That the influence of this institution 
may be better understood, we submit the following statement 
showing the distribution of attendance among 41 counties, six 
States and the District of Columbia: Alamance 3, Anson 4, 
Bladen 1, Buncombe Io, Cabarrus 5, Carteret 1, Catawba 3,

Our attendance for the present session is 120; of this number 
13 are city students. Since we have lodging for only 92, we 
are forced to send a portion of even this small attendance into 
the city for accommodations. 


A NEW DORMITORY. 


While we have a teaching force that could easily handle an 
attendance two or three times as large as our present student 
body, we are necessarily restricted by the very limited lodging 
accommodations which we now have. We are therefore quite 
anxious to secure the erection of a second dormitory. If this 
should be done, the usefulness of this school would certainly 
be greatly extended and increased. 
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NIGHT SCHOOL, 


In connection with our regular work, we conduct a night 
school, which gives trade students and students who are unable 
to sustain themselves in the day school, an opportunity to work 
their way through school. In addition to the usual school days, 
our classes are now doing regular class work on Saturdays. 


SUMMER SCHOOL. 


Last summer, a normal was held at this institution for the 
teachers of the State Normal School. Quite a number of en- 
quiries were made by teachers throughout the State who were 
anxious to avail themselves of this Summer School. We re- 
spectfully suggest that a greater number of teachers might be 
reached and a stronger state pride developed among the Negro 
teachers if a good strong Summer Normal for Negro teachers 
could be conducted each year at this institution.

- Dear Sir:—In submitting to you my report as Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Agricultural and Mechanical College for the 
Colored Race, it is my pleasure to state, that the finances of 
the College are in excellent shape. All claims against the Col- 
lege of which I have any knowledge, are paid in full to date, 
leaving a balance of one thousand four hundred and forty-seven 
dollars and thirteen cents ($1,447.13) as per accompanying re- 
port. 

All accounts due the College from students for board, lodging 
and tuition, are paid in full to date. In this connection, permit 
me to say, that for the last two school years and the present 
school year, up to the date of this report, every student has paid 
in full. I think this worthy of note and greatly to the credit 
of the student body. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


Our regular appropriations are: 

State of North Carolina, $7,500.00 per annum, payable De- 
cember, April and October of State’s fiscal year. 
- Federal Government, $8,250.00 per annum, paid through our 
State Treasurer in July of each year. 

In addition to the regular appropriations the various indus- 
tries operated by the College are a material help, and many of 
them more than self-sustaining, notably Dairy, Boarding Hall,

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REPORT OF THE HEAD OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
INDUSTRY. 


GREENSBORO, N. C., Nov. 30, 1904. 


To Pror. J. I. Foust, 
President Board of Trustees A. and M. College, 
Greensboro, N. C. 


DEAR S1R:—I hereby submit the following as my report of 
the condition of the Department of Industries at the end of No- 
vember, 1904. | 

We raised a good crop on the farm, amounting in value to 
$3,206.00, consisting in part of 1,050 bushels of corn, 352 bush- 
els of wheat, 90 bushels of rye, 40 tons of hay, 45 tons of ensi- 
lage, 3 1-2 tons of broom corn, 300 bushels of sweet potatoes, 
80 bushels of Irish potatoes; $200 worth of tomatoes, and $186 
worth sold for cash, 1,800 pounds seed cotton grown on one 
acre, 50 tons stover or shredded corn fodder, and various other 
crops. The farm is run to teach the students practical farming, 
and give them work to pay their expenses. 

The products of the farm are used in the Boarding Depart- 
ment, and to feed the dairy cattle and other stock. It also sup- 
plies the broom industry with broom corn. 

The surplus crops are sold for cash, which will this year 
amount to more than $1,000.00. 

This department also has charge of the green-houses, which. 
are used mainly for instruction purposes, but we sell enough cut 
flowers, floral designs and plants to more than pay the running 
expenses. The broom industry of this department, will this 
year turn out three to four hundred dozen brooms, for all of 
which we find sale on the Greensboro market. All work in the 
broom industry is done by student labor. 

This department furnishes good wholesome board to students 
at $5.00 per month. 

Our dairy is doing very well. We have sale for all the milk, 
cream and butter that we can produce. Outr dairy products are 
recommended by physicians of Greensboro to their patients as 
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being the best and cleanest on the market. We have nineteen 
cows, and thirteen head of dry cattle valued at $880.00. 

We have sixty-three Berkshire hogs and pigs valued at $754. 
We have sale for all of our pigs. Most of them are shipped to 
parties in North Carolina and South Carolina for breeding pur- 
poses. 

This department also has charge of the brick yard, on which 
we have made this year about 400,000 brick, about three-fourths 
of which we now have on the yard. 

This department furnished work to twenty-five students dur- 
ing vacation of this year. All work in this department is done 
to teach students the practical side of work, and also to enable 
them to pay their expenses while in school.

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REPORT OF THE MECHANICAL DEPARTMENT. 


GREENSBORO, N. C., Dec. 1, 1904.

Sir:—In compliance with your request, I herewith submit 
a report of the Mechanical Department. 

The Mechanical Department is successfully engaged in 
teaching the practical and a limited part of the theoretical work 
of the following subjects: bricklaying, carpentry, cabinet mak- 
ing, wood turning, broom making, tinning, painting and black- 
smithing. 

Bricklaying.—In teaching the students to do brick hore we 
have had constructed a brick house 30 feet by 50 feet in which 
practical work of both blacksmithing and horseshoeing will be 
carried on as soon as it is roofed. A number of foundations 
have been successfully laid entirely by the students, during the 
summer and fall. At present, our students are building a two- 
story brick house of six rooms that will be a credit to the Col- 
lege when completed. 

Carpentry.—Practical work in house building is very popu- 
lar with the students, and good results are being accomplished 
by those who are taking this trade. Enough is being realized 
to warrant the purchase of a nine-inch moulder that costs 
three hundred and thirty dollars. While we are making a very 
good showing during the school months, it is not to be com- 
pared with what could be accomplished during the summer 
months, when students are trying to make money to re-enter 
school. No other trade offers greater inducements to the col- 
ored mechanic of Greensboro than carpentry. 

Cabinet making is a trade that has been taught for quite a 
while on a small scale. At present, it is being conducted on 
a larger plan, as may be seen from the work in the Museum. 
_ Many of the students who take carpentry learn to do a very 
high grade of cabinet work by using the rainy days in the 
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shops. Quite a large class takes this work, as they are not 
interfered with by the inclement weather. 

Wood Turning.—This is one of the industries that has been 
introduced as a trade. It is under the immediate charge of 
Prof. C. P. Robinson, and good work is being done. Newel 
posts, balusters, finials, grills, porch columns and drops are 
among the practical work that is being done The grill work 
is chiefly made from short stock left from other jobs. 

Broom Making.—Broom making is being successfully taught 
and is readily grasped by the students of that trade. All of 
the broom corn raised on the farm is worked up by the stu- 
dents. No broom has ever been returned on account of de- 
fective workmanship. 

Tinning.—This section is under the immediate charge of 
W. M. Yates who is an experienced mechanic, and has worked 
up much interest among the students to do sheet metal work. 
Tinning, like the other trades, is taught in such a way that 
there is little or no loss of material. 

Ready sale is found for all work made by the students dur-. 
ing practice hours. 

Painting.—This is given along with the work in carpentry. 
A knowledge of the best paints is given; why we use certain 
kinds of paints on the outside, and what kind to be used on 
the inside; how to spread paints and varnishes are taught by 
using the brush to paint and varnish the various models. 

Blacksmithing.—This trade has been carried on through the 
summer months with great success and much improvement to 
the students. Satisfactory work is done by the students on rub- 
ber tires. ‘Thoroughness of work and economy in material are 
important characteristics of our instruction. ‘This branch of 
the work has suffered a little during the month of November 
on account of the death of Mr. C. M. Evans who was in charge. 
With the interest that is manifested by the students in this 
trade, we hope to accomplish a great deal by the close of school. 

The class work of the Mechanical Department embraces 
drawing, algebra, plane and solid geometry, elementary trigo- 
nometry, and such applied mathematics that must be under- 
stood by the competent mechanic. 
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Certificates of proficiency in the trade will be awarded at the 
expiration of two years.

Str :—Permit me, in presenting the annual report of the De- 
partment of Agriculture and Chemistry, briefly to review the 
~work of the year under the following heads: 1. Agriculture; 
2. Animal Husbandry and Dairying; 3. Plant Life; 4. Physi- 
ology and Vet. Science; 5. Chemistry and Physics; 6. Insti- 
tute Work; 7. Correspondence. 

1. The most important work of the department is the re- 
quired course in Agriculture, during the fall and winter terms, 
of the first year class. The past year, in order to secure the 
best results, it was found necessary to divide the first year 
class, numbering 73, into sections. ‘The instruction in the prin- 
ciples and practice of agriculture is given by lectures and reci- 
tations, daily, in the forenoon, and the class goes in sections for 
practical work in the afternoon. ‘The second year class is given 
practical work, in laying out, preparing, and planting experi- 
mental plats in the spring term. The third and fourth year 
classes are given practical instruction in the harvesting and 
planting of forage crops in the fall term. 

The department has been conducting an experiment in cotton 
growing in Guilford County, during the past summer, and is 
now preparing a bulletin setting forth the results obtained. 

2. The fourth year class has received instruction in the judg- 
ing of live stock, breeds and breeding during the fall term. 
Lectures and recitations on feeds and feeding, supplemented by 
practical work in the feeding of dairy cows, have been given 
the fourth year class during the winter and spring terms. 
Dairying has been taught the third year class, during the fall 
term ; and the second year class of 32 students begins this work 
at the beginning of the winter term and continues it through- 


out the year. The time is equally divided, one-half being given 


to theoretical instruction, and one-half to practical work. 
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3. The second year class has received instruction in Plant 
Life and Plant Breeding throughout the year. The fourth year 
class has been taught Plant Diseases, and the third year class 
Entomology during the spring term. 

4. Physiology with special reference to the physiology of do- 
mestic animals has been taught the first year class during the 
spring term, and the second year class during the fall term. 
This course is designed to lay a foundation for the subject of 
Vet. Science, which is given the third year students throughout 
the year. . 

5. The senior class receives instruction in Agricultural Chem- 
istry during the first half of the year. The first year class re- 
céives instruction in general chemistry during the fall term, 
in order to acquaint them with the chemical terms used in their 
text on agriculture. The second year class continues the sub- 
ject of general chemistry during the winter and spring terms, 
while the third and fourth year classes are taught analytical 
chemistry throughout the year. Instruction in Soil Physics 
forms an important feature of our work, and is given the senior 
class during the second half-year. The work for the most part 
is devoted to the determination of the power of soils to retain 
moisture; the power of various soils to draw water from the 
water table during dry seasons, and the value of different mul- 
ches in conserving the moisture of the soil. Instruction in 
General Physics is given the second year class, daily through- 
out the year. 

6. Farmers’ Institutes have been conducted by the depart- 
ment at the following places: Sedalia, McLeansville, State Col- 
ored Fair at Raleigh, Brown Summit, Wake Forest, Clinton, 
Goldsboro, Graham, Dry Wells, Mt. Gilead and Scotland Neck. 
These meetings were well attended by the farmers of the re- 
spective communities and a good deal of enthusiasm was shown. 
At nearly every meeting a permanent organization was affected. 
The members of the Farmers’ Institute presented to the State 
Board of Agriculture at its May meeting, a petition asking that 
an appropriation of $1,200.00 be made to the A. and M. College 
at Greensboro for the purpose of conducting institutes among 
the colored farmers on a more extensive scale. The petition 
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was considered by the Board and referred to the Committee on 
Finance. 

7. ‘The Department has received, during the past year, almost 
daily, letters of inquiry on all,phases of agriculture, from farm- 
ers and teachers in all parts of the State. Some of these letters 
could be easily answered by having the Agricultural Depart- 
ment at Raleigh or Washington send the inquirer a bulletin 
bearing directly on the subject; while others have required much 
time and thought to furnish the desired information. 

Let me say, in conclusion, that the Department of Agricul- 
ture and Chemistry has constantly endeavored to make its work 
as helpful and as practical as possible, and we feel gratified at 
the interest and enthusiasm which students have shown both'in 
the required work of the first and second year classes and the 
more advanced elective courses offered the third and fourth year 
students.

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REPORT OF THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE BOARD 
OF HEALTH. 


The Board of Trustees, A. and M. College for the Colored Race, 
Greensboro, N. C. 


GENTLEMEN :—Having been designated by the State Board of 
Health for the purpose, I made a sanitary inspection of the Col- 
lege on the 15th inst. I found it in as good condition as the 
nature of the plant will permit. 

I note the absence of any provision for taking care of the 
sick. ‘This should be remedied by all means, by the erection of 
a separate infirmary, so that in case of the appearance of con- 
tagious disease the proper isolation could be carried out. 

The bathing facilities could be enlarged to advantage, I think. 

The surface privy, while apparently fairly well kept, should 
be abandoned and a system of sewerage substituted. This can 
be done at comparatively small expense by the method known as 
sub-irrigation, as most of the work could be done by the stu- 
dents themselves and the amount of sewer pipe required would 
be small. I commend this matter to your careful consideration.

REPORT OF BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


To His Excellency, Governor R. B. Glenn: 


In compliance with the law which requires the Board of 
Truestees of the Agricultural and Mechanical College for the 


_ Colored Race to report biennially the progress and condition 


of this institution, we have the honor to submit the following 
Bron covering the fiscal years of 1904-1905 and 1905-1906: 
It gives us much pleasure to state that the insti- 

Condition {ution is in excellent condition. The members 
Cotlece of the faculty and other employees have been 

| earnest and diligent in the performance of all 
their duties and the general demeanor and earnest spirit shown: 
_by the student body is very commendable. <A large. majority 
of the students attending the College are doing so through their 
own efforts and this fact itself has a tendency to give steadi- 
hess of purpose to them. The institution: maintains the De- 
_ partment of Industries largely for the purpose of giving profit- 
able employment to those students who have no other means of 
attending the College. 

You will notice from the report of the President, the Treas- 
urer, and the heads of the different departments, that the 
finances of the College are in good shape and that the work is 
progressing in a very satisfactory manner when the limited 
advantages of the students before entering the institution are 
considered. Notwithstanding the fact that the annual appro- 
-priation is so small and the further fact that it is not possible 
_ for us to charge large fees to the students, we are by rigid 
economy able to keep within our appropriation. It is not pos- 
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sible, however, for the institution to develop as it should with 
the small. appropriation which it now receives: 


At the last meeting of the General As- 
Improvements-- sembly the Board of Trustees asked for an 
DORE appropriation of $10,000 for the purpose — 
: : of erecting a new dormitory, making sew- 
erage connection, etc. We said at the time that it would be 
impossible for us to accomplish all of these improvements for 
less than the $10,000 for which we asked. The General Assem- 
bly appropriated $7,500 in compliance with this request and 
that amount has been used in the erection of a new dormitory. 
We found that it would be much cheaper for us to erect this 
building ourselves than to let it out by contract. Mr. J. W. 
Landreth, who is at the head of the Department of Industries, 
was requested to take charge of the work and push the building 
to completion. As far as possible he used student labor... — 

You will notice from the report of the Treasurer, which is 
herewith submitted, that it was necessary to take $435.44 from 
the profits of the Department of Industries for the completion 
of the dormitory. This made the total cost of the building 
$7,963.59. (See Treasurer’s report.) This dormitory will 
accommodate about one hundred additional students and has 
already been partly filled although it has been impossible for 
us to install a heating plant. We believe that the State has — 
received full value for every cent invested in this building. 
Those who have examined it estimate that it could not be 
erected by contract for less than $12,000. It is a strong, sub- 
stantial building and well adapted to dormitory purposes. 

As stated in our last biennial report it has been our | 

Heating intention for several years to install a central heat- 
ing plant for the purpose of heating all the buildings. 

When the new dormitory was completed we hoped to com- 
mence the devolpment of this central heating plant by con-. 
necting it with the power house. We found, however, that suf- 
ficient funds were not available for us to commence this work. 
The Board of Trustees was, therefore, forced either to delay 
the heating of this building or to install an individual plant, 
After a conference with your Excellency we deemed it best to 
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adopt the former plan and to ask the Legislature to appropri- 
ate an amount sufficient for the installation of .a central heat- 
ing plant for all the buildings. As the building, therefore, is 
not heated it is necessary for those students who have their 
rooms in it to study in the main building and to sleep only 


in -the new dormitory. 
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THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES MAKES THE FOLLOWING 


URGENT RECOMMENDATIONS: 


1. The Installation of a Central Heating Plant: 


With the small income which the College now receives the 
large expense of heating each building separately greatly re- 
duces the amount that ought to be spent in other directions. 
No one who has had experience with the heating of a college 
plant questions the wisdom of installing a central station for 
heating all the buildings. This plan will not. only greatly 
reduce the expense, but it will afford more satisfactory results 
and will materially lessen the danger of the destruction of the 
buildings by fire. 

We respectfully suggest that the General Assembly be re- 
quested to appropriate $7,500 for this purpose. We were of the 
opinion at one time that this work could be done for $6,000, 
but all material has advanced in price so much that we do not 
believe it can be done in a satisfactory manner for less than 
$7,500. 


2. Annual Appropriation of $10,000. 


For the reasons given in the report of President Dudley we 
believe the annual appropriation should be increased $2,500. 
This would make the regular annual appropriation $10,000 in- 

stead of $7,500, which the College now: receives. Everything 
connected with ele proper maintainance of the College has so 
greatly increased in cost that it does not seem necessary to 
areue this point. 


5. Sewerage Connection. 


It will cost about $1,500.00 to make the proper connection 
with the sewerage system of the city. 
For the sake of the health not only of the students in the

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College but of the other citizens who reside in this community, 
this connection with the city system should be made. 

In this connection we desire to call your attention to the 
report of the committee of the State Board of Health. This 
committee made a thorough examination of the College prem- 
ises. of aes

The work of the college is distributed among 

College Work several departments as follows: Agricultural 
Department, Mechanical Department, Depart- 
ment of Industries, and the English Department. The work 
of these departments is divided into four classes,. known as 
the first, second, third and fourth vear classes. The students 
coming to this institution are mainly from the rural schools 
and. are extremely poorly prepared; hence, the entrance re- 
quirements are very low and vet in four years we must give a 
‘complete course. It is quite difficult to make these very poorly 
prepared students proficient in this short time. We feel a 
ereat need of adding another year to our course, somewhat in 
the nature of preparatory work, or of raising the requirements 
for entrance. Although authorized by the Board of Trustees 
to add the preparatory class, for lack of funds, we have not 
found it possible. To raise the entrance requirements would 
shut out most of the students from the rural districts, upon 
whom we mainly depend for patronage; hence, we are endeav- 
oring to accomplish the best possible results with the four- 
vear course of study. Under these conditions, of course, it is 
impossible for the College to represent any advanced degree 
of scholarship, but every possible effort is being made to give 
the students a good elementary education and to give them 
as thorough preparation as possible in the theory and practice 
of the agricultural and mechanical branches taught. The 
rapidly increasing patronage and the improved condition of 
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our student-body, justify us in asserting that we have accom- 
plished much for our students in the way of helping them to 


be useful and industrious citizens. 
This department is under the 


Department of direction of Prof. J. H. Bluford, 
ORE ee | who is assisted by Profs. P. E. 


Robinson and W. F. Robinson. 
The work of the department is very fully described in the re- © 
port submitted by its director. We regard this department as— 
a most important one, because of the excellent opportunity it 
presents to negro skill and industry. We have endeavored for 
several years to set forth to our students and also to the colored — 
people of North Carolina the rich prospects offered by intelli- 
gent farming and have also endeavored to impress upon. the 
minds of the people that however much they may be discour- 
aged in other vocations, they can feel assured that the seasons: 
and the soil hamper no skill nor industry because of racial 
prejudice; and we are gratified to see the increased interest 
that is being taken by the negro farmers and students in this 
department as a result of such efforts. A few years ago, this 
mstitution like most institutions of its character, had a stu- 
dent-body, the majority of whom were pursuing mechanical 
subjects. When we turned our attention to this matter, the 
Agricultural Department was being seriously neglected. The 
city students cared not for its advantages and the sons of far- 
mers, were seeking a change of vocation. It is very encourag- 
ing for us to note, that our efforts in emphasizing the superior 
advantages that agriculture offers to negro labor and skill, have 
been well received and it is probable, that in no similar insti- 
tution, can so large a percentage of the student-body be found 
pursuing agricultural subjects. This change has been wrought 
in spite of the fact that the Mechanical Department has supe: 
rior advantages when contrasted with the Agricultural Depart- - 
ment. The Mechanical Department has a splendid building 
and good equipment. The Agricultural Department is sadly

since September first. He brings ened training are! experience 
to his work and the prospects for the department are good. He 
is assisted by the following instructors: Mr. ©. D. Robinson, 
instructor in architecture, wood-turning, Mr. W. N. Nelson, 
foreman, carpenter shop, Mr. J. A. Baten, instructor in brick- 
laying, Mr. Wm. Yates, foreman tin shop. This department 
feels very keenely the need of an instructor in black-smithing 
as the class in black-smithing is one of the largest it 
has to handle, second only to that. im brick-laying. Lack 
of funds has prevented the department from securing the as- 
sistance needed. This department furnished the plans for the 
new dormitory recently erected, has erected several buildings 
in the city, does considerable repair work and gives valuable 
instruction both in theory and practice. Its two-year trade 
courses are quite popular and have proven successful. Quite 
a number of voung men after spending two vears-in this de- 
partment are prepared to do good work and to command good 
pay for their services. A more detailed description of this 
work can be found by reading the report presented by its 

director.

ber with his brother, also a graduate of our class of 1905, is 
conducting a first class dairy in this city. Both of these young 
men are very industrious and are well prepared to represent 
the work of this institution with credit. 

A number of young men who when they entered here could 
only command the pay of common laborers, are now enjoying 


the wages of skilled workmen as carpenters, brick-layers and. 


black-smiths. We have a young man who received all his 
training at this institution, that has recently opened a tin 
shop in Fayetteville. He writes that he has a large patronage, 
a good business and is doing. remarkably well, earning on an 
average about $80.00 per month. Another young man at High 
Point, a graduate of this institution writes that he has many 
calls from various sections of the State to submit plans and 
designs for churches and residences. This young man took a

the teachers of the various sections of the State in contact 
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with our work and thereby gives us an opportunity to extend 
the influence of the College. Although little advertised be- 
cause of the short time between getting authority for the sum- 
mer school and the time of opening it, wé were much encourag- 
ed by the attendance and interest shown. There was an en- 
rollment of 103 teachers. We hope to be able to continue this 
work. 


The New Dormitory for which 

New Dormitory the Legislature of 1905 appro- 

priated $7,500.00 has been erected 

and is practically completed. This building, as elsewhere 

stated, was designed by a graduate of this institution. It is a 

three-story brick building containing 48 rooms which will eas- 

ily accommodate 96 lodges. Its erection has already had a 
good effect upon our attendance. 

We have at this time an enrollment of 176, which is the 
largest male attendance we have ever had. This is the first 
time for several. years that our attendance has shown 
any decided increase and this we attribute to the accommoda- 
tions aiforded us by our new dormitory. This building is eas- 
ily: worth $1,200.00. ; 
As this is the most important 
Normal Instruction industrial school of the State 

for negroes and as industrial 
education should be taught in some form in every school in the 
State wherever it is possible, we would strongly recommend 
that a Normal Department be established here, in order that 
the teachers trained in that department may have the advan- 
tages which are now offered by the existing departments of 
Iinglish, of Agriculture, of Mechanics and of Industries. In - 
every other State in the union where an institution of this 
character is maintained for nezroes, a normal department is 
conducted, which at once places the school in close contact 
with the people and directs their attention to the superior ad- 
vantages of industrial training. In no better way could indus- 
trial training be made popular and its advantages impressed 
upon the negroes of our State than by having teachers trained 


. 
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in connection with the advantages to which I have above re- 
ferred. 


MOST URGENT NEEDS. 


In reporting the work and the condition of the College, after 
eliminating every possible subject, it is necessary to urge an 
earnest consideration of the following most urgent needs: 


1. Central Heating Plant: 


In the interest of economy, we ask for a Central Heating 
Plant. At present, each building has its individual furnace and 
boiler which without yielding commensurate comfort, necessi- 
_tates an amount of labor and fuel at a cost for which we are 
unable to make adequate provisions, and which well-nigh par- 
alizes all efforts for economical management. With the heat- 
ing of one building costing about eight dollars per day, no ar- 
rangements have been made to extend this expensive method 
by installing a separate furnace in the New Dormitory, aS we 
believe if a central heating system can be secured, all 
of our buildings can be heated at a cost that will 
hardly exceed that now paid to heat one building alone. 


. We are therefore using the New Dormitory this winter without 


any heat whatever, relying upon the manifest wisdom and econ-_ 
omy of a suitable Central Heating Plant which experts have 
informed our Executive Committee, can be installed at a cost 
of $7,500.00. 


2. A Sewerage System. 


The work of the College has, upon several occasions, been 
seriously interrupted by typhoid fever and other epidem- 
ics, yet we are exerting our utmost efforts to preserve 
the health of our students. Our efforts have always been 
commended by the State Board of Health and at the 
same time, these commendations have been coupled with 
the repeated recommendations for sewerage connections. 
Accompanying this report will be found a brief state- 
ment from a committee of the State Board in reference to 
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commendations for sewerage connections. Although at some 
distance from the city line, we believe that suitable connections. 
can be made for $1,500.00. 


3. INCREASED MAINTENANCE. iv 


For twelve years the growth of the college has been restricted 
to its present regular maintenance appropriations. Ten years 
ago its enrollment was only 58. It now has\more than quadru- 
pled that number. With this growth there has been a demand for 
increased expenses, that is both imperative and embarrassing. 
The universal and well-known increased cost of living has se- 
riously augmented this embarrassment. Under these condi- 
tions, expansion of the scope of our work so as to satisfy the - 
demands for practical lines of labor, which we desired to be 3 
introduced, could not be considered, and so great has the strain 
become, that we are now from time to time being forced to 


abandon valuable features of our work. Shoe making and re- | 


pairing, harness making, wheel-wrighting, have been aban- 
doned entirely, and unless the strain is relieved, black-smith- 
ing, one of our most important industries, which is now with- 
out an Instructor, may soon become a burden that we can no 
longer carry. 

This is probably the only institution in the Siate, that des- 
pite growth and the increased cost of living, has, until now, 
made no appeal for increased maintenance. The conditions 
however, render it imperative that we should now ask, because 
of the growth of the college and because of the increased cost 
of living, that we be allowed an additional maintenance ae 
priation of $2 500.00 per year.

Dear. Sir:—I have the honor to submit the biennial report 
for the department of Agriculture and Chemistry for the years 
1904-5-1905-6. 

‘The department for the past two years has been no less pro- 
nounced in its opinion than heretofore that whatever destiny 
the negro is to work out, must be almost entirely along rural 
lines and under rural conditions; and, therefore, it has been 
the object of the. department to seize every opportunity and 
means to impress this fact not only upon the students who 
come under our immediate charge but through Farmers’ Insti- 
tutes and public meetings upon the ereat mass of negroes 
throughout the State. 


One of the most prominent and at the same 
Registration. tine the most satisfactory features of this 
department for the past two years has been 
the great increase in the number of students. The last annual 
report for this department showed that more than 70 per cent. 
of the students of the third year class and exactly 75 per cent. 
of the fourth-vear class were registered in the Agricultural 
Department. The registration of students in the Agricultural 
Department for the present year is the largest in the history 
of the school. A comparison of the registration of students 
in the Fall Term of 1902 with the present Fall Term shows 
an increase in the third-vear class of 433 per cent. and in the 
fourth-year class 100 per cent., with a correspondingly large 
increase in the first and second-year classes. 

It is also interesting to note in this connection that every 
member of the third-year class comes from a farm with one 
exception, and also the further fact that they all are either 
owners or part owners of farms. 

One member of the Senior class conducted three farms last 
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summer and reports that he cleared about $1,000.00, and uan- 
other member of the second-year class is manager of a large - 
tobacco plantation in the eastern part of the State. 

The “Southern Workman,” for January, 1906, contained an 
article on “Negro A. & M. Colleges,” in which a statement was 
made that the North Carolina A. & M. College for the Colored 
Race had a larger per cent. of students in its Agricultural 
Department than any other A. & M. College in the country. 
Prof. W. T. B. Williams, one of the school inspectors of the 
General Education Board, on reading this article made a 
special visit to this College for the purpose of inquiring as to 
the per cent. of graduates pursuing Agricultural work, and 
as to the means by which negroes were induced to take Agri- 


cultural courses. He said that it was their hardest problem — 


at Hampton to get colored boys to take Agriculture. Hampton 
Institute, with the best-equipped Agricultural Department in 
the country (according to Dr. Wilcox, of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, Washington, D. C.), has five per 
cent. Agricultural students as against seventy-five per cent. 
in our college and seven instructors as against three in this 
institution. Or in other words Hampton has one instructor 
for every two students in its Agricultural Department. 

It has been our object for the past two years to secure as 
many students as possible whose fathers own farms, and 
return these boys to the farm for the purpose of teaching the 
negro farmer that it is just as important that he should train 
his boy to take up his father’s vocation as it is for the manu- 
facturer or professional man to train his son to follow his 
line of work; and that both are equally important. 

A letter from one of our students illustrates quite nicely the 
kind of work we are endeavoring to do. It reads as follows: 

Dear Sir:—It no doubt will be a pleasure to you to receive 
this letter from me and to learn that I am trying to put into 
practice some of the theory which I have obtained from the 
A. & M. College, especially from the Agricultural Department. 
I arrived home safe and now have a pair of nice, black horses, 
one is four years old and the other seven. | 

While in school I wrote to papa and gave him all the infor- 
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mation I could as to the best methods of preparing our soil 
for cultivation, so when | got here I found that he had broad- 
casted manure over about twenty acres of my cotton land and 
had nearly all of it turned under. This year I shall not try to 
cultivate as many acres, but shall manure and cultivate a 
smaller number of acres and expect greater results. 

Yours truly, J.-H, SMITH, JR: 


The most important feature of the work during the past 
year has been the re-arrangement of the subjects in the course 
of study. We have sought to correlate the subjects by placing 
in the first two years of the course most of the practical work, 
instead of deferring it to the latter two years. The aim is to 
give ali the practical work here because it is at this stage that 
we reach more than three-fourths of our students. Now the 
student is taught general agriculture during his first year, 
which is followed up in his second year by Animal Breeding, 
Study of the Breeds, Physiology, Veterinary Science, Stock 
Judging, Fertilizers and Forage Crops of the South. The 
more exact sciences are deferred until the last two years of 
. the course. | 

This method of instruction has given most satisfactory re- 
sults. ‘Fhe student’s mind is thus constantly kept on agricul- 
tural subjects throughout the first two years. 

During the past two years Farmers’ Institutes 
Farmers. have been held at the following places: Rural 
Institutes Hall, Enfield, Burlington, Winston-Salem, Rock- 

ingham, Clinton, Troy, Dockery’s Store, Thomas- 
ville, Lexington, Mocksville and Fayetteville. These institutes 
have done much to bring the work of the A. & M. College before 
the colored people of the State and especially before the colored 
_ farmer. 

It is probably to this fact, more than any other that the 
increase in the number of students in our Agricultural De- 
partment is due. The increase of boys from the country and 
the decrease of boys from the city has been quite marked 
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during the past two years. Of a first-year class of ninety last. 
year, not more than ten came from the city. 


During the past two years the depart- 

Summer Normals. ment has given instruction in agriculture 

at the three colored State Normal Schools, - 

and, as the result of which there are at the present time 

six graduates of the Normal Schools taking courses in this 

department. These students are well prepared and do excell- 
ent work. 


During the past two years we have re- 


Reading ceived numerous letters soliciting informa- 
Course tion on various agricultural topics, which 


has lead us to believe that the establishment - 
of a Farmers’ Reading Course will be a great source of help 
to the colored farmers of the State. The following letter 
illustrates the relations the department is endeavoring to — 
establish with the colored farmer. It reads as follows: 7 


Wadesboro, N. C., Nov. 5th, 1906. 
Sir:—I have some barn-yard manure and I want to broad- — 


cast it over some pea stubble land before Christmas and turn 


_ it over with a double-horse plow; the land is level and will not 
wash at all. When may I begin this plowing? I thought that. 
I may begin at least by the first of December. Now I have 
about 200 bushels of cotton seed that I wish to put on the same — 
land. Must T kill the cotton seed in the compost or put them 
out green? I got better results this year from where I broad- 
casted killed seed than where I did green seed. It is sandy 
land, but has a good bottom. How deep must I plow it? I 
am preparing this ten acres for cotton, and please tell me 
best for my land, and how to get results from my manure. 
Please let me hear from you soon. “Yours, |

This depart- 
ment also has had the erection of a new dormitory and an 


infirmary since May, 1905, and has repainted and repaired — 


the following buildings: Main building, North Dormitory, 
Dairy, Barn, Broom Factory, Potato House, Corn Crib, Silo 
and Farm Dwelling. ) 3 
The past season was very bad for farming, but we succeeded 
in raising a fair crop consisting in part of: 65 tons of hay, 50 


tons of shredded fodder, 585 bushels of wheat and oats, 825 — 


bushels of corn, 350 bushels of potatoes, $300.00 worth of vege- 
tables, principally tomatoes; and a small quantity of lint 
cotton. ; 

We are improving the farm by sowing cow peas and broad- 
casting manure. We have 75 Berkshire hogs and pigs, which 
we breed and sell mainly for breeding purposes and we find a 
ready sale for all we can raise. We have a nice herd of dairy 
cattle and are selling all the sweet milk we produce and could 
sell double the quantity if we had it. , 

The department furnishes students practical work in farm- 
ing, dairying, broom-making, breeding and care of hogs and 


cattle, and green-house work, including the forcing of early 


vegetables.

To His Excellency Robert B. Glenn: 


In compliance with law, we have the honor of submitting to 
vour Excellency the report of the State Agricultural and Me- 
chanical College for the Colored Race. : 

It gives us pleasure to state that the institution has been do- 
ing effective work for the two years covered by this report. 
The President has met with gratifying success in his manage- 
ment of the College and the faculty as a whole has at all times 
given to him that loyal and hearty support which is so neces- 
sary to steady growth and permanent good. 

The President’s report shows the work that has been accom: 
plished, and calls attention to the needs of the institution— 
needs that must be attended to at an early date if the State’s 
property is to be preserved from decay and if the good work 
of the College is to continue. 

We desire to call special attention to that part of his report

which shows how effectively the purposes of the College is be- 


ing accomplished by giving practical instruction in agricul- _ 


tural and mechanic arts. Quite a number of the graduates are 
employed as instructors in some of the most prominent indus- 
trial schools for colored youth, and other graduates are 
successfully following those trades and occupations which 
they learned while students in the College. 

It is the hope of the Board of Trustees at an early date to 
furnish the public schools of the State male teachers well 
qualified to give industrial training to colored children. 

The institution is, we believe, economically managed and, 


for the small amount annually expended, astonishingly large 


results are obtained. 

The Legislature in 1907 appropriated $9,000 to provide the 
College with a central heating plant, and a sewerage system. 
In the following summer, the Board of Trustees found that on 
account of the marked and general advance in the cost of ma- 
terial, not one firm of the several that had submitted estimates, 
would undertake the work for the figures previously given by 
them and upon which the Board based its estimates in asking 
for the appropriation. Hence, the Trustees were forced to pay 
more for the heating plant than was anticipated. 


Attention is called to the following data taken from the at- 
tached “Memorandum of Heating Plant and Sewerage,” sub- 
mitted by the Treasurer.

The foregoing will show that the heating plant absorbed the 
appropriation with the exception of the small balance above 
noted, and will explain why the Executive Committee finds it 
necessary again to ask for an appropriation to make sewerage 
connections. 


The report of the Secretary and Treasurer shows fully and

clearly the financial condition of the institution, and that of 
the President is a brief but distinct statement of the internal 
workings of the College, and of its present needs in the effort 
to be of productive service to North Carolina. 
In concluding this report, the Board of Trustees makes the 
following recommendations: 
1. An appropriation of $5,000 for repairs of the buildings. 
2. An appropriation of $3,500 for completing the sewerage 
system. 
The above needs are imperative.

Sir:—In making my -seventh biennial. report, I have the 
honor to submit that there has been a steady and gratifying 
improvement in the quality and quantity of work done at this 
institution... The prejudice in the minds of many against in- 
dustrial training is being overcome; more and more, prominent 
negro families of the State are being convinced that there is 
substantial gain to the negro race, as well as to the State, by. 
eiving industrial training, rather than classical and profes- 
sional education, to the masses; more and more negro boys of 
the State are learning the superior advantages of a good, prac- 
tical education, and are availing themselves of the excellent 
facilities which North Carolina through this institution is of- 
fering to the negro youth to enable them to become useful citi- 
zens. 

Tn our last report, it was stated that the work of the College 
was distributed among the following departments, viz: the 
Department of Agriculture and Chemistry, the Mechanieal 
Department, the Department of Industries and the English 
Department. Since that time, two other departments have 
been established, namely: the Dairy Department and the 
Teachers’ Training Department. | 


Department of The Department of Agriculture and Chem- — 
Agriculture _ istry is in charge of Director J. H. Bluford, 


aud Chemistry. who is assisted by Prof. W. F. Robinson, one 
of our graduates. This department is giving 
both theoretical and practical training in agriculture and kin- 
dred subjects such as market-gardening, agronomy, animal 
husbandry, poultry raising, etc. No feature of our work is 
being more vigorously and successfully conducted than this. 
The students of this department are more numerous and more 


a: 
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enthusiastic, which is quite the reverse of the conditions usual- 
ly found in schools where agricultural and mechanical 
branches are taught. In order to indicate something of the 
work of this department, the following extracts are taken 
from the report made by its Director, Prof. J..H. Bluford: | 

“Growth of .the Department. The most. encouraging 
feature of the work during. the past two years. has been 
the great increase in the. number of students. Of a erad- 
uating class of eighteen last May, twelve were from the Agri- 
eultural Department and six from the Mechanical Depart- 
class. It is a great source of satisfaction to note the gradual 
increase in the number of students in the department during 
the past six years. .A comparison. of the registration of stu- 
dents in the department at the present time with that .of. six 
years ago shows an increase of over 400 per. cent.” 

“A new feature in the method of instruction patioduted ane 
ing the past two years is the assigning of -a plat of ground to 
each college class, and as far as possible, to each member of 
the class, for practical instruction in field crops. An accurate 
record is kept of everything done, such as the cost of preparing 
the ground, method of preparation, cost of seed, cost of fertil- 
izer and method of cultivation.” 

“Phe students, especially the members of. the Junior and 
Senior classes, have taken great interest in this line of work, 
equally as much as in any other line of work in the depart- 
ment. These plats furnished work for some students all sum- 
mer. If these plats were sufficiently large, it would give the 
student an opportunity to make a living on them while, in 
school, and would be an inducement for him to follow the same 
imme of work after graduation.” 


“Farmers’ Institutes. The College has been brought in direct 
contact with the colored farmers of the State through the me- 
dium of Farmers’ Institutes held under the auspices of this 
cesariment, Tnastiictes have been held at the following points:

Wadesboro, Clinton, Scotland Neck, Halifax, Fayetteville, 


Raral Hall, Collinsville, Reckingham, 42% Gilead, Biddleville, 
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Burgaw, Mocksville, Thomasville, Statesville, Bixby, Troy, 
Lexington and Sedalia.” 

“These institutes have been used as a means to impress upon 
the negro farmer the wisdom and common-sense of sending his 
boy to a farm school; and, as a result of these farmers’ meet- 
ings, every member of the present Senior class comes from the 
farm.” 


“Work of Graduates. The Johnson Brothers, one of the class 
of 1905 and the other of the class of 1906, are operating a farm 
near Greensboro and are among the largest milk producers in 
Guilford county; Oliver Carter, of the class of 1907, is clear- 
ing over $1,000.00 a year on his farm in Cumberland county; 
J. H. Smith, of the class of 1908, is operating his farm in 
Franklin county and has recently started a dairy business in 
order to convert his forage crops into milk and butter, thereby 
returning to the soi! by manure from the dairy herd the fertil- 
ity taken out by the growing crops; another member of the 
class of 1908 is operating his 100 acre farm in Chatham coun- 
ty; another graduate of the class of 1907 is superintendent of 
a farm and manager of a dairy at Cambria, Va.; another is in 
charge of a 100 acre farm in Guilford county; one of our 
graduates is assistant farm manager at Tuskegee Institute, 
Tuskegee, Ala.; one is in charge of the grounds, another in 
charge of the live stock, and still another is in charge of the 
orchards at that famous institution. Another graduate of the 
class of 1903 is manager of a 1,200 acre farm in Edgecomb 
county in connection with the Brick school. A number of the 
graduates are teaching in the rural schools during the winter 
months and farming during the summer months. One of our 
graduates was the first to establish a rural school library in 
his county.” 

“The large majority of students who take the agricultural 
course do so with the fixed purpose of increasing their produc- 
live capacity; it is a business proposition to them pure and 
simple, Every graduate of the A. & M. College who returns to 
the farm and increases its productive capacity, increases the 
productive capacity of the State and thereby adds to its total 
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wealth. He becomes a producer, an economic citizen. The 
negro in North Carolina owns 53,996 farms or 7.2 per cent. of 
the total number of farms in the State. These farms contain 
2,894,210 acres of land or 7.6 per cent. of the total farm acre- 
age of the State. If the productive capacity of the negro farms 
in North Carolina could be increased $1.04 per acre, it would 
increase the productive capacity of the State by $3,000,000.00, 
which would add considerably to the total wealth of the State. 
This can be done by properly equipping the A. & M. College 
for agricultural instruction.” 


“Needs. The department is in need of an Agricultural 
Building, equipped with modern appliances for teaching agri- 
culture. With a building and such facilities for instruction as 
our Mechanical Department has, we could easily double the 
enrollment of the department in the next two years. The de- 
pertment is badly in need of a modern poultry plant in order 
that students may receive instruction in Poultry Husbandry. 
There is quite a number of students who come to us seeking 


this line of work, and in order partially to meet the demand 
we have attempted the work on a very limited scale, using the 


colony system. A suitable amount spent by the State for an 
Agricultural Building and equipment would increase the effi- 
ciency of the instruction, which would mean the increase of 
the productive capacity of its citizens, which in turn would in- 
crease the wealth of the State; and, in the course of time, the 
money so expended will revert into the State Treasury with 
interest.” | 


“Nearly all schools for negroes are well equipped for me- 
chanical training, but none are properly equipped for agricul- 
tural training. Every Southern State has spent on an average 
ten times as much money for mechanical training for negroes 
as for agricultural training, notwithstanding the fact that less 
than one per cent. of negroes are engaged in mechanical pur- 
suits as against nearly ninety per cent. in agricultural pur- 
suits. It is hoped that North Carolina, being the most pro- 
eressive Southern State, will be the first to remedy this seri- 
ous defect in negro education by appropriating sufficient funds 
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for a modern Agricultural Building at the A. & M. College for 
the Colored Race.” 


Mechanical The Mechanical Department is under the, im- 
Department. mediate management of Director Charles W. 

Pierce. This department has a large two-story 
brick building, which is equipped with machinery and tools 
necessary for instruction in mechanical branches. Assistants 
in this department are: Instructor C. C. Amey, a eraduate of 
the College, and foreman of the Blacksmith Shop; W. N. Nel- 
son and W. H. Greene, instructors in Carpentry; R. L. Page, 
instructor in Brick-laying and Plastering; Instructor Wm. 
Yates, foreman of the Tin Shop; M. 8. Sanders, instructor in 
Broom Making. The department has recently opened its shop 
for making and repairing shoes. iu 


Tools The tools and machinery which have been in 
Worn Gut. constant use for nearly fifteen years are in some 

respects insufficient for present needs, and in 
other respects, much worn. The Cepartment stands greatly in 
need of having these old and worn out tools replaced by new 
supplies. Prof. Pierce, the Director of the Mechanical Depart . 
iment, writes: 


Subjects “The Mechanical Department gives instruction in 
Taught. the following trades: Blacksmithing, Brickmasonry, 

Carpentry, Cabinet Making, Machine Shop Work, 
Electric Wiring, Tinsmithing, Wood Turning, Upholstery, 
Broom Making, Shoe Making, Boiler Firing and Stationary 
Iungineering. In addition to these trades, ‘the department 
teaches the subjects of Mechanics, Mathematics, Architectural 
and Mechanieal Drawing.” 


influence of | “The graduates and under-graduates of the 
Department. department are doing excellent work as instruc- 

Hopes tors in other institutions and as tradesmen. We 
have graduates as instructors in some of the most prominent 
lustitutions of the South, such as Shaw University at Raleigh, 
Prairie View Indystrial School at Prainie View, Texas, Tuske- 
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gee Institute, Alabama, and the department has one of the 
eraduates as assistant Head of the department. <A large por- . 
tion of our graduates are following their trades in the cities 
and towns of the State. The students find ready employment 
at their trades and command good wages after they have re- 
ceived about two years instruction at the trades in our shops.” 


Department The Department of Industries, under the 
of Industrics. immediate charge of Director J. W. Landreth, 

assisted by Steward Junius Rooks, conducts 
the College farm of about one hundred acres and also controls 
ihe College kitchen and dining room. The work of this depart- 
nent is entirely practical; its object is to give to struggling 
students an opportunity to work on the farm. by day and. to 
attend school at night. The principal crops raised on the 
farm are corn, hay, oats, wheat, potatoes, tomatoes and stock 
beets. The department is also to a limited extent, giving prac- 
tical attention to important branches of Animal Husbandry. 


Linglish The English Department is under the imme- 
Department. diate charge of the President, who is assisted by 

Profs. W. F. Debnam and 8. P. Sebastian. In- 
struction is given in English Grammar, History, Geography, 
feading and Writing, to the five College classes. As the stu- 
dents enter with very little preparation, the nature of this in- 
struction is largely elementary. The department puts forward 
earnest efforts for thoroughness of its work. 


Dury | In order to give greater impetus to the Dairy 
Department. work, as well as to emphasize its importance, 
the Board of Trustees in 1907 established a sep- 

arate department to be known as the Dairy Department. Late 
this summer, Mr. ©. N. McCune, a graduate of Tuskegee, was 
eugaged to conduct the affairs of this industry. The depart- 
ment emphasizes with equal force its practical and its theoreti- 
cal work. ‘The students are interested, an? many are turning 
towards this department for preparation for their life work. 
Director McCune writes: 
‘No phase of agriculture is more promising and no phase 
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needs more attention than that of Dairying, since dairy pro- 
‘ducts are in such great demand throughout the country. The 
department is in fair condition, but to get the best results both 
theoretically and practically, much is needed; most of all, a 
good herd with a pure bred sire at its head. At present the 
herd numbers ten with three heifer calves and one yearling, 
but ten more good milchers should be added to have the neces- 
sary products for instruction and commercial purposes.” 

“To have a well equipped Dairy Department will add to the 
school’s enrollment. The boys show interest in the work, and 
many have expressed a desire to make Dairying a_ special 
study.” 


Teachers’ Training The Teachers’ Training Department is 
Department. a recent addition to our work which we 

believe will eventually prove of far reaeh- 
ing influence and advantage. Director J. D. Chavis, a teaéher 
of experience and prominence, has been placed in charge. 
The object of this department is to furnish to North Carolina 
male teachers who are well qualified to teach Agricultural and 
Mechanical subjects in the rural and city schools. The 
following extract is taken from his report: 


“The Present Work. Thirty-six young men are now properly 
receiving instruction in this department; five are regular stu- 
dents for the special course, while all the regular classes of ~ 
the College get some phase of the work.” 

“Night School. The Night School is under the supervision 
of the Teachers’ Training Department, having at present four- 
teen regular students who work for the College or in the city 
during the day and go to school at night. The branches taught 
are: Arithmetic, History, Geography, Grammar, Reading and 
Spelling. The number in the Night School could be more than 
three times as large, if we could supply work for the many 
calls.” . 

We are nursing our Night School with much concern, as 
Wwe regard is as affording a splendid opportunity for young 
men who ¢esire to do practical work on the farm or in the 
taces and at the same time acquire some elementary training, 
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The Night School feature is especially valuable for students 
who are more anxious to secure trades, and who therefore take 
strictly industrial training during the day, and turn to the 
Night School for elementary academic training, 


Attendance. Our attendance is on the increase. Possibly 
in no other State of the South has the State 
Agricultural and Mechanical school so much competition to 
face on the part of older schools as we have in North Caro- 
lina. These academic schools of long standing which have won 
much prestige by their achievements in literary and profes- 
sional pursuits, while occupying a field all to themselves, are 
formidable but friendly rivals to this College, in that nearly 
all have somewhat recently made provisions for industrial 
training, and the most prominent of them have secured gradu- 
ates of this institution for that purpose. 
As it may be of interest to show the territory over which the 
influence of this College extends, the following statement 
showing distribution cf students is submitted:

eigh, the J. K. Brick School of Enfield, the Kittrell College, 
the High Point Normal and Industrial School, the Palmer Me- 
morial School of this State; and such prominent schools as 
Tuskegee of Alabama, the State College of Florida, the Agri- 
cultural Institute of W. Virginia, the Princess Anne Academy 
of Maryland, the Christiansburg Institute of Virginia and the 
Prairie View Industrial School of Texas, have gladly opened 


the ccors ef their Faculties to our graduates, who are rapidly: 


extending the influence of their alma mater, not only in the 
mural districts and towns of our State, but throughout the 
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South, as indicated by the schools above named which have 
called upon our students to assist them in their work. 


Under-graduates The under-graduates can be found in 
Industrious nearly all portions of our State, designing 
Citizens. buildings, laying brick, shoeing horses, suc- 


| cessfully directing farms, owning and man- 
aging dairies, and so far as our knowledge extends, showing 
without any exceptions that this institution is an important 
factor in training the negro youth to become active producers 
rather than to remain worthless loafers and idle consumers. 
The Heating Plant for which provisions were made by the 
last Legislature is a valuable addition to the College equip- 
ment, and is doing good service. 
NEEDS. 
1. The College is still greatly in need of bathing accommo- 
dations and sewerage connections. 


2. The buildings and much of the equipment of the College 
have been in constant use for fifteen years, and in many in- 


stances more extensive repairs are now urgently needed than 
our present funds will allow us to make. 

5. The work and importance of agriculture is of such mani- 
fest value and possibilities as to entitle the Department of 
Agriculture to special consideration. Therefore, the need of 
this department for a well-equipped Agricultural Building is 
most earnestly urged upon your consideration. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

T respectfully submit the following recommendations : 

1. That the Legislature be petitioned to make sufficient pro- 
visions for bath rooms, water closets and sewerage connec- 
tions. 

2. That provisions be made for a general repair of College 
buildings and equipment. ; 

3. That the Legislature be petitioned for the erection and 
equipment of an Agricultural Building.

Drar Sirn—We the undersigned members of the Executive 
Committee of the Board of Trustees of the North Carolina 
Agriculiural and Mechanical College for the Colored Race, 
beg leave to submit the following biennial report of the man- 
agement of this institution for the past two years and to call 
your attention to its needs for further development and use- 
fulness in the future. 


The College plant consists of a farm of 103 acres about one 
mile from the city limits of Greensboro and of a tract of 25 
acres in the city limits and about one-half mile from the farm. 
On this smaller tract are the several College buildings: 


1. The administration building, a three-story brick struc- 
ture, containing offices, laboratories and recitation rooms. <A 
dining hall and kitchen are in the basement of this building. 

2. A large three-story brick building for the Mechanical 
Department. 


3. Two three-story brick dormitories containing 84 rooms. 
4. <A green house. 
5. A large dairy and cow barn. 


There are enrolled in the College at present 240 young negro 
men who in addition to their literary studies are taking courses 
in agriculture, dairying, and the mechanic arts. 


Every year the institution sends to the service of the State 
young negro men who have a practical working knowledge of 
the courses taken by them at this institutuion. It is a source 
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of pride with the College that its former students not only fol- 
low the trades they have studied while students, but also fol- 
low the precepts of their alma mater and become law abiding, 
loyal citizens in after life. 

The buildings and grounds are well kept and the farm is 
annually becoming a model one for the instruction and in- 
spiration of the students. 

The dormitories are crowded with students and the institu. 
tion with its present equipment has reached the limit of its 
erowth. 

We need increased facilities to enable us to receive and in- 
struct those whom we have this year been forced to turn 
away because of lack of living rooms, class rooms, a dining 
room and adequate teaching force. 

Your Committee has always made the most moderate re- 
quests of the Legislature and have ever asked for only such an 
appropriation as was absolutely necessary for the efficiency of 
the institution. 

The most pressing and urgent needs at present are: 

1. $15,000 a year for maintenance to insure proper work 
with the over large number of students. 


2. A dormitory to take care of those who wish to come to 


college but have been turned away for lack of room. We think 
this building will cost $15,000. 


3. There is great need for an agricultural building to enable 
us to do better work with those young men whom we are pre- 
paring for work on farms. This building we think may be 
erected at a cost of $25,000. 

We believe that the above needs are so pressing and the cost 
of meeting those needs so small, that the public will heartily 
approve of the small appropriation necessary. 

The sewer system authorized by the last Legislature has 
been satisfactorily installed and contributes largely to the ex- 
cellent health of the students. 


A resident physician keeps a close watch on the sanitary

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conditions and delivers frequent lectures on hygiene that will 
bear fruit all during life. 


We commend to your careful consideration the accompany- 
ing report of President Dudley, which goes into detail as to 
the needs, etc., of the institution,. and to the report of the 
Treasurer for the past thirty-one months.

Sirn—In submitting my eighth biennial report as President 
of the North Carolina Agricultural and Mechanical College 
for the Colored Race, it was very gratifying and encouraging 
to note the steady, sure and permanent growth of this college, 
the increasing interest, as an industrial factor, it is arousing 
among the negroes of the State, and the high appreciation in 
which its work is held by both white and black, not only of 
North Carolina, but of the entire country. The Agricultural 
and Mechanical College is probably the only college in_ the 
world that is devoted exclusively to the industrial training of 
negro men. Among the industrial schools of the country, 
there are for negroes many that are older and larger, but we 
believe there are none taking higher rank in the quality of 
work that is being done, and the efficiency of graduates that 
are being prepared. 


WEL ACT ae SEGA Vie). 


Our plant and equipment consists of an Administration 
Building which is used for kitchen, dining room, offices, recita- 
tion rooms and sleeping rooms, two dormitories, a Mechanical 
building, a barn and dairy upon a campus of twenty-five acres 
and a farm of 100 acres a mile from the college. The entire 
plant—land, buildings and equipments—is worth $144,180.00. 


Possibly no recent addition to the college has added so much 
to health and comfort as the bathing rooms and sewerage SYS- 
tem which our last special appropriation enabled us to install. 
Bath and toilet rooms are now provided with hot and cold 
water connections in each of the principal buildings on the 
campus. Students and teachers are alike warm in expressions 
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of appreciation for these additional conveniences which have 
added so much to comfort and also to the preservation of 
health. 


WHAT WE ARE DOING. 


The work of the college is divided among three well organ- 
ized departments, namely: Academic, Agricultural and Me- 
chanical. Each of these departments is under the immediate 
charge of a director of special training and experience. Kach 
director has associated with him a special faculty of carefully 
selected assistants. 

The Academic Department gives instruction in [Hnglish, 
Mathematics, Geography, History, Reading and Writing—sub- 
jects necessary to prepare and to assist the students in the 
work required in the industrial departments. 

The Agricultural Department gives theoretical and practi- 
eal instruction in the various branches of farming, dairying 
and related subjects. ‘The Dairy conducted by this department 
gives instruction and employment to quite a number of our 
students and supplies dairy products to a large city patronage. 
The herd consists of 19 cows; it is regularly inspected by rep- 
resentatives both from the city government and also from the 
State Department of Agriculture. The farm consisting of 108 
acres, Which under the supervision of a practical farmer, 
yielded for last season 965 busuhels of corn, 157 bushels of 
wheat, 75 tons of hay and stover, 15 tons of ensilage, 30 bush- 
els of oats, 25 bushels of turnips, 50 bushels of sweet potatoes, 
10 bushels of onions, 12 bushels of peas, besides small quanti- 
ties of cabbages and salads. 

The class room work of this department is carefully corre- 
lated with the work of the farm, dairy and green house. Hach 
class has a plot upon which practical instrucution is given in 
the rotation of crops, the effects of different manures, and in 
the practice of farm accounts. 

The Mechanical Department gives instruction in Bricklay- 
ing, Carpentry, Blacksmithing, Tin Smithing, Wood Turning, 
Broom Making, Architecture, Contracting and Building, Ma- 
chine and general repair work. The work is both theoretical

and practical. As far as possible, the practical work is at- 
tempted to be done.on a commercial basis. Most of the indus- 
tries of this department are overcrowded, especially Bricklay- 
ing and Carpentry. 

The work in Architecture, Carpentry, Contracting and Build- 
ing is well represented in Raleigh by a hospital that is being 
erected at Shaw University, another that has been completed at 
St. Augustine’s School, and by St. Paul’s A. M. KE. Church, all 
notable public buildings which have been planned and con- 
structed by the graduates of our Mechanical Department. 

The attendance has so increased as to produce congested con- 
ditions in all departments of the college. At this writing every 
room in the dormitories and Main building is occupied. The 
dining hall is crowded beyond capacity, and its cost of service 
is increased because meals must be served in relays; the facili- 
ties of the kitchen will not permit a larger number of board- 
ers, as present conditions barely permit the preparation of 
meals within the intervals at hand; the class work is severely 
strained, as teachers have too large a number of students to 
handle in recitations, or when divided into sections the work 
is assigned to the inexperienced hands of student teachers. 
Because of these conditions, we have sent out hundreds of let- 
ters advising applicants of our crowded condition and have 
had all our students to send home information to stop the 
influx of new students that we were unprepared to handle. 
The following table will show the enrollment and distribution 
of students for last session:

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Against the total enroliment last session of 363, we have for 
the present incomplete session, 331; but the increased attend- 
ance of this session is holding down the total enrollment far 
more effectually than it has done at any previous session. 


The instruction given at this college is bearing wholesome 
fruit in the work of both graduates and under-graduates that 
are scattered throughout the State and country. Practically 
all who have spent time here as Bricklayers and Carpenters, 
as Dairymen and farmers and as teachers in industrial schools 
are reflecting great credit upon their alma mater and are ren- 
dering valuable service to the State of North Carolina. The 
influence exerted by the college is all the more far-reaching 
because the industrial work of the foremost negro colleges of 
North Carolina, such as Shaw University, St. Augustine’s 
School, J. K. Brick School of Enfield, the State Normal 
Schools at Fayetteville and at Winston, are directed and pros- 
ecuted by A. & M. College graduates. Beyond the limits of 
the State may be mentioned the State College of West Vir- 
ginia, of Kentucky, and the celebrated Tuskegee Institute and 
others that have recognized the efficiency of our work by the 
employment of our graduates. 


WHAT WE NEED. - 


1. More teachers for the increasing number of sections of — 
our classes. 


2. Increased maintenance to meet the conditions of larger 
attendance and to allow the expansion of our work to con- 
tinue. 


3. A repair fund that will afford better protection to our 
property than can be secured from our present maintenance 
fund. 


4. An Agricultural Building that will allow better work in 
our agricultural classes, better care of agricultural imple- 
ments, and also that will enable us to. relieve the congested 
condition in our dining room and kitchen which are now 
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sharing their over-crowded space with the Agricultural De- 
partment. 


5. A new dormitory that will allow the growth of the col- 
lege and the influence of its work to continue to expand.

Dear Sm: We the undersigned, members of the Board of 
Trustees of the North Carolina Agricultural and Mechanical 
College for the Colored Race, beg leave to submit our biennial 
report of the management of this institution during the past 
two years and to call your attention to “those needs that are 
necessary to its further development and service. 

During the scholastic year, in addition to the usual academic 
branches, the students are given careful instruction and fre- 
quent practice in agriculture, dairying, floriculture, hog and 
cattle raising, and such industrial arts as brick laying, plaster- 
ing, broom making, carpentry, tin and iron work, horse shoe- 
ing and wagon repair work. 

Those who graduate are required to remain at the college 
during at least one summer vacation for practical work in their 
department under the direct supervision of competent instruc- 
tors. 

The institution owns a farm of more than one hundred acres 
situated about one mile from the college. This farm is being 
steadily improved and those who are taking courses in agricul- 
ture have abundant practical instruction and practice in in- 
telligent farm work. 

At the farm are model tool barns, piggeries, and horse and 
feed barns that not only attract the attention of the passerby 
but the instant praise of those who personally visit and inspect 
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them. In addition to the above buildings a dormitory is being 
erected for the use of the superintendent and the students who 
work on the farm. 

A well arranged greenhouse affords students fine opportun- 
ity for such study of floriculture as will enable them to become 
successful florists. 

The college dairy affords excellent training for those who 
are preparing for the ownership or management of successful 
dairies. It is with pleasure that we note that the Greensboro 
City Milk Inspector gives our dairy the highest grade ever 
given to a dairy in Guilford county. 

The mechanical department is giving annually to the State 
well-trained bricklayers, plasterers, machinists, broom makers, 
carpenters, blacksmiths, and tin and iron workers who are 
among the most productive colored citizens of North Carolina. 

The number of students has for years been as large as could 
be accomplished and the further growth of the college is now 
held in check because of the limited accommodations. 

We have always made it a rule to ask the legislature for 
those things only that are absolutely necessary and we there- 
fore call your attention to President Dudley’s report and com- 


mend to your sympathetic consideration the needs that he sets 
forth. 


NEEDS. 

The need for $2,500.00 for extension work among Negro 
farmers and for $30,000.00 to be used for the erection of an 
agricultural building is most urgent indeed. 

The steady development of the college into an institution of 
influence and service for the colored people of our State is a 
most gratifying fact and we take pleasure in calling your atten- 
tion to the successful work of President Dudley and the corps 
of instructors.

Sir: I have the honor to submit for your consideration my 
ninth biennial report as President of the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College for the Colored Race. With the exception 
of short summer terms for teachers of both sexes, this college 
is devoted exclusively to the industrial training of Negro men. 
In this respect it is unlike any other institution in the country. 
Its Summer School for teachers is one of the oldest and largest 
in the country. Its work and influence are strong, helpful and 
wholesome for those who are immediately interested, and its 
reputation is alike creditable to the State by whose munificence 
it exists. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


Since our last biennial report the college has established a 
four-year Trade School for the benefit of those who desire a 
very limited elementary training and a proficiency in some 
branch of handicraft. This feature of our work has just been 
inaugurated, but from its beginning it has won prominence 
and bids fair to be a most helpful part of the college work. 

Experience suggested that the time-honored practice of sus- 
pending work during the summer months did not fit well in 
an industrial school like this, hence a departure has been made. 
The college is now open all the year round. No student is per- 
mitted to graduate from any department without spending at 
least one summer at the college in doing strictly practical 
work. 
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A modern barn and tool-shed have been constructed at the 
farm, which are splendid object lessons to the farmers of the 
vicinity. A two-story brick-veneered dormitory is also being 
erected at the farm which will prove a great convenience to 
the agricultural students. 


THE WORK. 


The work of the college is distributed among three depart- 
ments: The Academic, the Agricultural and the Mechanical. 
The faculty of these departments are well-prepared, experi- 
enced instructors who have received special training for the 
work in which they are engaged. 

The Academic Department furnishes solid instruction in the 
Ic¢nglish studies in order that students in the Trade School and 
industrial classes may intelligently grasp the work of the in: 
dustrial courses. In the Night School the department takes 
care of the studies of such students as work in the day, be- 
sides giving practice in teaching to members of the Senior 
class. Through its Summer School, it keeps in touch with the 
primary education of the Negro children of the State. A strik- 
ing evidence of the popularity of the Summer School is the 
large enrollment which is greater each succeeding year. 

The needs of this department are: 

1. A new Dormitory. 

2. A Dining Room and Kitchen. 

5. An Infirmary. 

The Agricultural Department conducts a Farm, a Dairy 
and a Green House. 


THE FARM. 


The farm is not only becoming a model for Guilford county 
but is rapidly proving to be one of the best equipped farms in 
the State. Such has been the development in the last two vears 
that to have seen it two years ago, and to see it today, one could 
hardly believe it to be the same place. It was once a place 
where the students disliked to go, but now it is a place where 
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they delight in going. It is only necessary to announce over 
night that a class is needed to do some work at the farm and 
they are there bright and early in the morning. The farm has 
undergone remarkable development during the past two years. 
All the old barns and outbuildings have been torn down, and 
in their places a modern horse and feed barn and a modern 
tool barn have been erected, which are not only a credit to the 
State, but a model to the farmers of Guilford county. The old 
piggery has been torn away and a modern one with individual 
houses has been erected. Three different breeds of hogs are 
now kept instead of one as heretofore. It is the aim of the 
department to have all the standard breeds of swine in order 
that the students may have an opportunity to study and know 
them. The old road, formerly full of ruts and holes, has been 
rebuilt and is regarded as one of the best dirt roads in Guilford 
county. A new dormitory is now under censtruction which 
will serve as a home for the Farm Superintendent and also for 
the boys who work on the farm. The farm is now being worked 
in five and ten acre plots and an accurate record is being kept 
of each plot. <A part of the farm has been underdrained with 
tile and it is planned to continue this operation until it is all 
underdrained. Only about one-half of the farm is properly 
drained and this half has been made to carry the burden of the 
entire farm. The farm has co-operated with the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in Experimental Work. Last year it con- 
ducted a series of experiments in Fertilizer Tests. This year 
it is conducting an experiment in Variety Tests in Wheat for 
the State Department of Agriculture. 


THE DAIRY. 


A number of improvements have been made in the dairy 
during the past two years. The old wooden stalls and floors 
have been torn out and replaced by iron stalls and stanchions. 
In place of the old wood floors, cement has been laid and a coy- 
ered barn lot has been built to protect the cows from the 
weather. ‘As a result of these improvements, we are now able 
to use the best sanitary methods in the production of milk and

the City Milk and Meat Inspector gave us a score of 96 per 
cent., the highest official score ever given a dairy in Guilford 
county. The dairy not only affords milk for instructing the 
students in butter and cheese making, but also furnishes the 
boarding department and in addition has a large city trade. 
The influence of the dairy can easily be seen in every dairy of 
this locality. 


THE GREENHOUSE. 


The greenhouse is used almost entirely for instruction pur- 
poses. The great increase in the number of students in this 
division and the limited amount of space has made it necessary 
to curtail the commercial feature of this work. Students in 
all classes of the college are given instruction in the care and 
growing of flowers, the propagation of plants by cuttings, bud- 
ding, etc. Most of the space in the houses is taken up in grow- 
ing plants for the campus; and this leaves very little space for 
-commercial purposes. 


NEEDS. 


A new Green House, $1,500.00. 

Farm drainage, $900.00. 

Sewage Disposal Plant at farm, $200.00. 
Water System at farm, $300.00. 


The most urgent need of the department is an Agricultural 
Building equipped with modern appliances for teaching agri- 
culture to cost $30,000. With a building and such facilities 
for instruction as our mechanical department has, we could 
easily double the enrollment of the department in the next two 
years. Such an appropriation will mean an investment on 
the part of the State, for it will not only result in an increase 
in the number of farmers in the State, but will mean more 
efficient farmers, which will in turn mean more taxable prop- 
erty and therefore more revenue to the State. According to 
the census of 1910 the Negroes in North Carolina cultivate 
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3,185,804 acres of land and own 1,197,496 acres. If the Negro 
farmer could increase the yield of the land he cultivates by 
only one dollar per acre, it would mean an increase in the pro- 
duction of the State of over $3,000,000 annually. It would 
seem, therefore, that any effort on the part of the State to 
make the Negro a more efficient farmer would be a good busi- 
ness proposition, not only for the Negro himself, but for the 
State and for the country. 

The Mechanical Department gives instruction in Bricklay- 
ing, Carpentry Blacksmithing, Wood Turning, Broom Making, 
Architecture, Contracting and Building, Machine and General 
Repair Work. The work of this department is both theoretical 
and practical. Many students are enabled to remain in school 
because of the work furnished by the several trades. The grad- 
uates of this department are very prominently connected in 
many of the schools of the State and are also active in many 
cities and towns of the State as prominent contractors and 
builders. | 


ATTENDANCE. 


While there has been considerable strengthening of the work 
of the college during the past two years, the attendance is 
practically the same as that mentioned in our eighth biennial 
report. In that report it was stated, “The dormitories are 
crowded with students and the institution with its present 
equipment has reached the limit of its growth.” With the 
boarding and lodging accommodations for 150 students, we 
have at present an attendance of 225 students. The enrollment 
and attendance for the session of 1911-1912 was as follows:

WHAT WE NEED. 
IcxTENSION Work. 


The value of the farm crops of the State could be wonder- 
fully increased if more effectual work could be done among 
the Negro farmers. There are so many that do not understand 
the value of scientific farming and hence are not inclined to 
seek the aid they most sorely need. Splendid results all over 
the State and country are being accomplished by Institutes, 
Boys’ Corn Clubs, Girls’ Tomato Clubs and kindred moye- 
ments, but unfortunately the Negro farmer who stands most 
in need of such influences, do not receive any well-directed, 
systematic instruction. For this reason we believe that this 
college could accomplish much for the Negro farmer, and 
could add materially to the wealth of the State, if an Extension 
Department could be established which would give its exclusive 
attention to those who cannot attend the college, who will not 
seek the advantages of the Farmers’ Institutes, because they 
do not appreciate the value of such assistance. An Extension 
Department could carry the influence of the college to such 
and could awaken interest where now exist only indifference 
and ignorance. We therefore earnestly urge a small appro- 


priation for the maintenance of such a much needed depart- 
ment. 
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AN AGRICULTURAL BUILDING. 


An imperative need is an Agricultural Building. Aside from 
the reasons advanced in our eighth biennial report, we beg to 
urge that such a building would not only furnish the Agricul- 
tural Department with its most urgent need, but by furnishing 
quarters for the Agricultural Department, which now occupies 
a half of the dining hall, it would double the capacity of the 
Boarding Department without any additional expense. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I respectfully recommend that provisions be made 

1. For the erection of an Agricultural Building; 

2. For the establishment of an Extension Department.
